A ft e r the pigs are about 3 
weeks old they get feed

by 
private motorists and State ag ricu l­ 
tural colleges. 
Practically 
all 
re­ 
ports of these experim ents have been 
favorable, says J a m e s 1. Hambleton, 
agriculturist in charge of 
the 
Bee 
Culture Laboratory 
of 
the 
United 
States Departm ent of Agriculture. 
The proper proportion of honey to 
water varies according to the lowest 
te m perature expects, ^ays Mr. H a m ­ 
bleton. 
Where zero weather is 
e x ­ 
pected, equal parts of honey and w a ­ 
ter are commonly used. 
Such a m ix ­ 
ture begins to form slush 
at 
zero, 
however, and 
a 
g re a te r 
proportion 
of honey is required for best results 
at 
lower 
te m peratures. 
In 
the 
northern part of the United States 
and in Canada a 
mixure 
of 
th ree 
parts of honey to two of water, 
or 
even two to one, 
may 
he best. 
A 
quart of alcohol added to each three 
gallons of the mix ture will 
improve 
the circulation. 
To make the solution, use a cheap 
grade of extracted honey, stirring 
it 
into hot water. 
Heat the 
mixture 
to a boil and skim off the scum. 
If 
alcohol is used, stir it in 
and 
boil 
from three to five minutes. 
Fill the 
radiator and maintain the level 
by 
adding water as needed. 
Mr. Hambleton cites a number of 
advantages of the 
honey 
mixture. 
Because it boils at a higher te m p e ra ­ 
ture than w ater there is no loss from 
evaporation, and it is necessary 
to 
add only w ater from time 
to 
time. 
Honey solutions expand 
much 
less 
than w ater when freezing, and when 
improper 
proportions 
they 
do not 
freeze solid but form a slush. 
This 
tends to eliminate 
the 
danger 
of 
bursting 
radiators. 
Furtherm ore, 
says Mr. Hambleton. some motorists 
may find it advantageous for use 
in 
the sum m er when long steep grades 
or heavy pulls are encountered, 
for 
it not only freezes at a lower t e m p e r­ 
atu re hut boils at a higher te m p era­ 
ture th an water. 
When honey is used a? 
an 
a n t i ­ 
freeze mixture, it is important ll at 
all gaskets, pump packing and 
hose 
connections be tight. 
A slight seep­ 
age around the hose connection is not 
serious, hut any 
onsiderable q u a n ­ 
tity leaking into 
the 
engine 
may 
'•avse considerable difficulty. Should 
honey reach the cylinders and valve 
heads, it will 
carbonize, 
making 
it 
necessary to remove the engine head 
and clean out the residue.

HONEY USED IN RADIATOR 
AS ANTI-FREEZE SOLUTION 


Another agricultural product finds 
new use. 
This time 
it 
is honey. 
Honey mixed with water, 
has 
been 
tested as an anti-freeze solution 
by 
private motorists and State agricul­ 
tural colleges. 
Practically 
all 
re 
ports of these experiments have been 
favorable, says James I. Hamhleton, 
agriculturist in charge of 
the 
Bee 
Culture Laboratory 
of 
the 
United 
States Department of Agriculture. 
The proper proportion of honey t<> 
water varies according to the lowest 
tem perature expects, says Mr. Ham- 
bleton. 
Where zero weather is 
ex­ 
pected. equal parts of honey and w a­ 
ter are commonly used. 
Such a mix­ 
ture begins to form slush 
at 
zero, 
however, and 
a 
greater 
proportion 
of honey is required for best results 
at 
lower 
temperatures. 
In 
the 
northern part of the United States 
and in Canada a 
mixure of 
three 
parts of honey to two of water, or 
even two to one, 
may 
he best. 
A 
quart of alcohol added to each three 
gallons of the mixture will 
improve 
the circulation. 
To make the solution, use a cheap 
grade of extracted honey, stirring it 
into hot water. 
Heat the 
mixture 
to a boil and skim off the scum. 
If 
alcohol is used, stir it in 
and boil 
from three to five minutes. 
Fill the 
radiator and maintain the level 
by 
adding water as needed. 
Mr. Hamhleton cites a number of 
advantages of the 
honey 
mixture. 
Because it boils at a higher tem pera­ 
ture than water there is no loss from 
evaporation, and it is necessary 
to 
add only water from time 
to 
time. 
Honey solutions expand 
much 
less 
than water when freezing, and when 
improper 
proportions 
they 
do not 
freeze solid hut form a slush. 
This 
tends to eliminate 
the 
danger 
of 
bursting 
radiators. 
Furthermore, 
says Mr. Hamhleton, some motorists 
may find it advantageous for use 
in 
the summer when long steep grades 
or heavy pulls are encountered, 
for 
it not only freezes at a lower temper­ 
ature hut boils at a higher tempera­ 
ture than water. 
When honey is used as 
an 
anti­ 
freeze mixture, it is important tl at 
all gaskets, pump packing and 
hose 
connections he tight. 
A slight seep­ 
age around the hose connection is not 
serious, hut any 
onsiderable quan­ 
tity leaking into 
the 
engine 
may 
*ai*e considerable* difficulty. Should 
honey reach the cylinders and valve 
heads, it will 
carbonize, 
making 
it 
necessary to remove the engine head 
and clean out the residue.

til led me with terror". 
Whin the second session 
of 
the 
10th Congress convened in November, 
1820. the question of slavery 
again 
reared its head. 
The Northern 
re 
strictionists still on the qui vivo 
to 
delay, if not prevent. Missouri’s ad­ 
mission. at once attacked the clause 
in Missouri’s newly-formed constitu­ 
tion which required her 
legislature 
to prohibit immigration of ‘‘free ne- 
groes and mulattoes” into the State. 
Again the Missouri 
Question 
tilled I 
the air and the second battle was on. 
Despite the fact that other States, 
(aniong hem some of the tree States) 
had similar constitutional provisions, 
th»* “free negro and mulatto” clause 
became the battle-cry of 
Missouri’s 
opponents. 
The struggle raged 
lor 
months. 
The Senate, 
known to be 
favorable to Missouri, adopted a res­ 
olution of admission on December 11. 
1820. 
Not so the House. 
It refused 
to concur. 
Provisos, resolutions, and 
amendments were proposed, debated 
and rejected. Repeated attempts 
at 
compromise were made, but the

sti ictionists blocked every move. 
A 
House committee of thirteen, propos 
led by Henry 
Clay, 
was 
appointed, 
conferred and reported; was instruc­

reported again, 
only to reach a deadlock in commit­ 
tee of the whole. Finally, on Fehru 


Clay was adopted, providing for the 
appointment of a joint committee of 
both houses to consider the question 
of Missouri’s admission of the I ’nion 
The Senate concurred on the 2lth and 
the Joint Committee, with Clay 
a* 
chairman, submitted its report 
on 
February 2»’>. 
It was 
passed by the, 
President on March 2. 
This report, drawn by 
Clay 
and 
known a* the Second Missouri < oin 
promise, ptovidod for the admission 
of Missouri into the Cnion when her 
legislature 
should have 
pas-ed 
a 
“ solemn public act” that the fourth 
clause of the twenty-sixth section of 
the 
third article of hei 
Constitution 
(the objectional "free negro and mu 
latto” clause) would not he enforced. 
Thus ended Missouri’s long fight fot 
admission into the Federal I’nion. 
Missourians were jubilant over the 
victory, particularly in its 
aspect of 
a triumph over their enemies. 
the 
Eastern restrictionists. 
They viewed 
with contempt the rediculous ‘‘solemn 
public 
act” 
provision. 
They 
had 
long considered themselves 
a S t a t e 
and had "maintained a consistent po- 
ition of independent statehood *m< < 
the adoption of the Missouri cm -ti 
tuion of 1820 and the organization o’f 
the State government in that 
yeai" 
The passage of the ait of admission 
they looked upon as hut a contirma 
tion of this consistent position. How­ 
ever. the “ farcical
